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INTRODUCTORY   COMMENTS 

The  production  of  coal  in  1961   reached  the  peak  within  the  last  10 
years,    with  an  increase  of  76,120  tons   over   1960.      This   increase   is 
attributed  to  the  expansive  demand  for   electric  power  and  the  addi- 
tional amount  of  coal  used  at  the  steel  mills  of  the  C.  F.  &  I.    Corpor- 
ation in  Pueblo,    and  coal  shipped  to  the   Columbia-Geneva   Division   of 
the  U.S.    Steel   Corporation  at  Dragerton,    Utah. 

Recent  publicity  of  future  developments  in  Northwestern  Colorado  in- 
sures a  substantial  increase  in  the  production  of  coal,    within  the 
very  near  future. 

The  five  fatalities  in  1961  occurred  at  the  frequency  rates  of  1,35 
per  million  tons  of  coal  produced  and  2.25  per  million  man-hours 
of  exposure.      There  was     one  man    killed  in  each  332   men  em- 
ployed.     The  number   of  compensable  accidents   decreased,    but  one 
man  in  each  21   employed  was   injured,      A  decrease  in  accidents 
from  falls   of  roof  and  face. 

The  inspectors  of  this  department  made  a  record  number  of  inspec- 
tions of  almost  50%  more  than  the  minimum  required,    and  continu- 
ous check  inspections  for  compliance  of  recommendations  made. 
Mines  failing  to  correct  unsafe  conditions  are  closed  for  production 
until  released  by  the  department. 

The  State  Coal   Mining  Laws  require  that  surface  caves  and  shafts 
into  abandoned  mines   shall  be  fenced  or  filled  in.      In  the  opinion  of 
the  Chief  Inspector,    fencing  is  insufficient,    and  such  openings  must 
be  filled  in  to  permanently  eliminate  any  danger  to  persons   or  stock. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  over  36  old  openings  filled  in 
by  bulldozers  or  other  means.      The  inspectors  have   spent  much 
time   in  locating  owners  of  such  properties,    and  some  of  the  county 
commissioners  have  assisted  in  labor  and  equipment  necessary  to  do 
this  work.      There  are  many  more  throughout  the   state,    which  will 
receive  attention  when  located. 

The  State  Legislature  appropriated  $1,  500  to  be  used  for  platting 
maps  that  will  show  the  extent  of  underground  workings  of  all  aban- 
doned and  active  coal  mines  in  the  state.      The  work  will  extend  the 
maps  from  1938  to  date.      This  is  highly  important    for      the 


information    of  the  numerous  agencies  that  weekly  consult  the 
records  of  this  department  for  extensive  future  developments  that  in- 
clude housing  projects  and  industrial  plants, 

The   Columbia -Geneva  Division  of  the  U.S,    Steel   Corporation  pur- 
chased the  Somerset  Mine  in  Gunnison  County  from  the   Minerals   De- 
velopment  Corporation,    the  latter  part  of  1960,    the  change  in  opera- 
tion effective  January  1,    1961       A     M,    Morrison  is   superintendent 
of  the  mine. 

The  C,  F-  &  L    Corporation  closed  and  abandoned  the  Frederick   Mine 
in  Las  Animas   County  in  May,    1961 ,    with  no  production  after   De- 
cember,   1960.      This  mine  was   in  operation  from  1907,    producing 
2  0,522,962  tons   of  coal  within  54  consecutive  years.      The  Freder- 
ick covered  the  largest  underground  area  of  any  mine  in  the   State. 
It  was  among  the  first  mines  in  the  State  to  rock  dust  throughout 
the  mine,    and  to  employ  the  use  of  bolts  as  a  roof  control       The 
safety  record  of  the  employees  was  above  average  and  this  mine 
was  highest  on  the   Honor   Roll  for   seven  consecutive  years, 

AMENDMENTS  TO   THE   COAL  MINING  LAWS  -   Forty-second  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  Section  92    (c)       Surface  structures  within  100  feet 
of  mine  openings  to  be  of  fireproof  construction,    or  fire  doors 
shall  be  erected. 

Section  131   -  Abolishment  of   "Cash   Fund"  -   This   department  to  be 
entirely  supported  by  the  General   Fund,    into  which  all   collections 
of  money  are  deposited.      Licenses  to  be  issued  by  this  office;  and 
stipulated  that  no  license  is  to  be  issued  until  all  delinquent 
amounts  are  paid  in  full. 

RECIPROCAL  AGREEMENT   WITH  THE   STATE   OF  UTAH  -   After 
many  years  of  effort,  the  State  Industrial  Commission  of  Utah  approved 
an  exchange  in  recognition  of  certificates  of  equal  rating  with  the  State 
of  Colorado,      This  became   effective  December   18,    1961.      The  other 
reciprocal  states  at  this  time  are  Wyoming  and  New  Mexico,
